STICKER SHOCK 


CITY PULLS PLUG 
ON TEEN’S DESIGN 
AFTER POSSIBILITY 
OF GANG SIGNS 
ENTERS THE FRAY

A 15-year-old boy will lose the honor of seeing 
his city sticker design adorn Chicago wind- 
shields amid questions about whether the 
artwork contains gang symbols, City Clerk 
Susana Mendoza said Wednesday afternoon. 

At a City Hall news conference, Mendoza 
said she made the decision to change the de- 
sign. 

The boy’s artwork shows four hands reach- 
ing upward toward symbols of Chicago po- 
lice, firefighters and paramedics. But Men- 
doza said the position of the hands “could be 
misinterpreted” as gang signs. 

The city instead will use a design by Cait- 
lin Henehan, a senior at Resurrection High 
School and the first runner-up in the city’s 
contest. It depicts a firefighter, police officer 
and paramedic as superheroes. 

Mendoza said it would not have been fair 
to allow the boy to redesign his sticker art to 
change the position of the hands because oth- 
er entrants would not have gotten the same 
chance. She said no decision has been made 
on whether the 15-year-old boy will be asked 
to return the $1,000 bond he won. 

Hours earlier, the boy’s mother fought back 
tears as she denied the allegations. Since they 
became public Tuesday the boy has suffered 
anxiety attacks and couldn’t sleep last night, 
according to his mother and their lawyer. 

“I am very upset. I feel very upset that some- 
thing so positive could be so negative,” Jessica 
Loor told reporters crammed inside a classroom 
at Lawrence HallTfbuth Services, where the boy 
attends school. “I feel there’s a lot of haters. 
They can make anything out of anything.” 

After a popular police blog raised ques-

Jody Weis, a former police superintendent 
who is now president of the Chicago Crime 
Commission that puts out a handbook on 
city gangs, said he initially saw the imagery 
on a BlackBerry and didn’t think it looked 
like a gang sign. But later, when he blew up 
the picture on an iPad, he could see it much 
clearer and he changed his mind. 

On Wednesday, Weis said the configura- 
tion of the hands, the heart and the placing 
of the hands atop the heart are all consis- 
tent with symbols of a particular gang. “If 
you look at all of that, you’re fighting a bat- 
tle of perception, not intent, because we’ll 
never know what was in this young man’s 
heart,’’ he said, tribune

that the hands in the drawing seemed consis- 
tent with gang signs. 

“Now this is a bunch of nonsense being 
blown way out of proportion,” said Horwitz, 
describing the boy as a “special needs” child 
who is on the honor roll. 

The boy won the annual contest, in which 
hundreds of Chicago high school students 
submit drawing to become the basis of the 
stickers that get displayed for a year on more 
than I million auto windshields in Chicago.

The agency said it wants to start rehab 
work as soon as possible, but the bulk of it 
may come in the summer— when traffic for 
the Red Line is high because of Cubs and Sox 
games and other events. 

'ITie Red Line is the backbone of this city. 
In 2011, it saw more average weekday riders 
than the Brown, Green, Pink, Purple and 
\^llow lines combined. 

'ITie line has been plagued with problems 
for months. 'liventy percent of its track is 
mired in slow zones as of 'Iliesday. 

Just last week, service was delayed because 
of problems with the third rail on the 
southern portion of the Red Line. 

In the summer, Red Line trains are 
tough enough to ride because of game day 
crowds. Imagine how difficult it will be to 
get to a game with extra slow zones from 
construction. 

And don't forget about the Gay Pride 
Parade, which winds through Boystown in 
June, and other events.

NORIHERN CIA STAIIONS ARE IN FOR 
A $57^ MILLION TOUCH-UP THIS SUMMER

The CTA is targeting the worst of the worst. 

Seven of the most shabb}^ leaky and all- 
around bad rail stations on the Red Line’s 
north branch will be part of a $57.4 million 
face-lift project starting this summer and run- 
ning through early next year, under a contract 
the CTA board approved Wednesday 

CTA President Forrest Claypool called the 
seven North Side stations— Jarvis, Morse, 
Granville, Thorndale, Berwyn, Argyle and 
Lawrence— “the worst stations we have.” 

The Bryn Mawr and Sheridan stations may 
be added to the fix-it list later, depending on 
funding, Claypool said. 

Wilson, another long-neglected station, 
is in a different category, because it has been 
pegged for a total reconstruction as part of a 
transit-oriented economic development proj- 
ect in Uptown. 

The federally funded face-lift that Chris 
Bushell, the CTAs chief infrastructure offi- 
cer, outlined Wednesday will include water- 
proofing, tuck-pointing, and installing new 
windows, doors, ceilings and floors on the 
seven station houses; improving lighting; re- 
pairing or replacing platforms; and shoring 
up crumbling viaducts and embankments. 
Installing elevators to make all the stations 
wheelchair-accessible is not part of the short- 
term project, Bushell said. 

Some stations wiU be closed for up to 40 days 
to accommodate the work, officials said, add- 
ing that a schedule has not been established. 

Face-lift surgery doesn’t last long before 
things start to sag and crease again. That’s why 
the CTA board on Wednesday also approved a 
separate agreement with Goldman Sachs and 
other financial advisers to explore alternative 
ways, including public-private partnerships, to 
help pay for a complete modernization of the 
Red Line/Purple Line corridor for all stations 
north of Belmont Avenue. All stations then 
would comply with the Americans with Dis- 
abilities Act. 

Goldman Sachs also would help line up fi- 
nancing for the proposed Red Line south ex- 
tension to 130 th Street. 

The seven stations that will be rehabbed 
this year by Kiewit Infrastructure Co. eventu- 
ally would be torn down and rebuilt with larger 


platforms and modern amenities, officials said. 
But some stations, possibly including Jarvis, 
Thorndale and Lawrence on the Red Line and 
Foster Street and South Boulevard in Evanston 
on the Purple Line, could permanently close 
under options the CTA is considering for its 
multibillion-dollar Red-Purple modernization 
program. Alternate access at nearby stations 
would be provided, officials said. 

CTA officials said they would prefer to do 
station improvements right the first time. But 
with more than $5 billion in capital improve- 
ment needs on the Red Line alone it’s not an 
option, and the seven decrepit stations can- 
not remain open safely without at least some 
Band-Aid fixes, officials said. 

The urgent improvements planned at the 
seven stations “allow us to keep them safe and 
dry” until reconstruction can be scheduled, 
Bushell told the CTA board. 

The CTA has presented to the public sev- 
eral scenarios for ground-up reconstruction 
of North Side rail stations and tracks, from 
north of Belmont through Evanston, at pre- 
liminary cost estimates ranging from about 
$2 billion to more than $4 billion. Two pub- 
lic hearings were held this week on the latest 
plans being considered. 

In addition to possible station closings, the 
CTA is studying whether to designate the 
Loyola station for transfers between the Red 
and Purple lines and whether to build a rail 
bridge for Brown Line trains to cross above the 
other rail lines at the Belmont station, which is 
a frequent choke point during rush hours. 

CTA planners also are weighing an option 
to make the Wilson station a transfer point 
between Red and Purple line trains. More 
public meetings will be held to collect public 
feedback, officials said. 

Meanwhile, the Goldman team’s financing 
evaluation also will encompass the planned 
southern extension of the Red Line by 
5 1/2 miles to 130th Street. The extension is es- 
timated to cost at least $1.4 billion, according 
to the CTA. 

Goldman and its partners will not be paid 
by the CTA in the first year of the four-year 
agreement. They will receive fees starting at 
$58,000 a month in the second year, plus a 
percentage of any transactions with investors.

Groupon shares drop

Groupon reported quarterly earnings as 
a publicly traded company for the first 
time on Wednesday, posting a net loss of 
$42.7 million for the fourth quarter of 2011, 
narrower than a net loss of $378.6 million in 
the fourth quarter of 2010. 

The Chicago-based daily deals company 
said revenue totaled $506.5 million in the 
fourth quarter, nearly triple its revenue of 
$172.2 million in the year-earlier period. 
Gross billings, which represents the total 
amount Groupon collects before paying 
merchants their share of deal proceeds, 
tripled to $1.25 billion from $415.3 million in 
the fourth quarter of 2010. 


IN CONTEXT 

Chicago-based Groupon made its debut 
on the Nasdaq in early November, raising 
$700 million in an initial public offering 
that gave the company a valuation of 
$12.76 billion. 


Groupon noted that its operating income 
totaled $15 million in the fourth quarter, re- 
versing an operating loss of $336.1 million in 
the year-earlier quarter. 

This was the company’s first quarter of 
operating profitability since kicking off in- 
ternational operations in the second quarter 
of 2010.

Glitter bomb! 


Each of the four remaining contenders for the 
Republican presidential nomination has spar- 
kled at one point or another during the cam- 
paign. We’re talking, of course, about “glitter 
bombing.” 

That is the protesters’ tactic of flinging glit- 
ter at candidates and other political figures who 
oppose their cause, often same-sex marriage. 

Nick Espinosa, a gay-rights activist and a 
member of both the protest group Occupy 
Minneapolis and another called the Glitterati, 
is credited with launching the glitter-bombing 
phenomenon last spring with a sparkle strike at 
presidential candidate and former US. House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich during a book signing 
in Minneapolis. 



“What I have tried to do with creative forms 
of protest like glittering is to capture people’s 
imagination and tap into a cultural point of 
reference with a piece of political theater,” Es- 
pinosa wrote in a piece last fall for The Huff- 
ington Post, in which he boasted of the glitter 
attack on Gingrich. 

“The strength of glitter is that humor is an 
incredibly powerful tool for communicating a 
message— even a deadly serious one.” 

The glitter bombings, labeled assaults by 
some, have led to arrests in some cases and 
seem to have become more common of late. 

Rick Santorum was glitter-bombed Tuesday 
by a protester in Blaine, Minn., the same day he 
swept caucuses and a primary in three states. 
This was at least the fourth glittery encounter 
for Santorum, after similar events last month in 
South Carolina and Elorida, and Eriday in Mis-

HAWKS’ LOSING STREAK HAS SENT THEM FROM FIRST TO SIXTH

The Blackhawks’ season is xxnraveling before frustrated fans’ eyes. 

Once the top team in the NHL, the Blackhawks are mired in a 
six-game losing streak (0-5-1)— five of them on the road— with five 
more road games starting them in the face before they return to the 
home ice of the United Center. 

“It’s easy right now to be negative and point fingers,” Patrick 
Sharp said. “But now’s the time we need to stay together more than 
ever and be a team and come out of this.” 

Almost three weeks ago— Jan. 21. — the Blackhawks were first in 
the Western Conference with 64 points and a record of 29-13-6. Af- 
ter Tuesday’s 5-2 loss in Colorado, the Hawks are sixth in the West 
with 65 points and are 29-18-7. The Hawks entered ^ 5 (bdnesday 
night seven points behind conference-leading Detroit and seven 
points from ninth— and out— in the playoff standings. 

To make matters worse, the Blackhawks practiced at University of 


Denver’s Magness Arena on'^dnesday missing four players out with 
flulike symptoms and Steve Montador with an upper body injury 

“We try to be positive through a tough stretch Like we’re in right 
now and find ways to say that this is something we can build on,” 
coach Joel Quenneville said after practice. “We still have a lot of 
work to do. That’s what we have to reinforce, maybe looking at 
taking baby steps in certain areas, whether it’s the depth of our 
forecheck, our play in our own end-all have to be more detail- 
oriented.” 

The road ahead doesn’t exactly offer much to look forward to. 
The Hawks are in San Jose to face the Pacific Division-leading 
Sharks on Friday, the third-in-the-Central Nashville Predators on 
Tuesday and the Atlantic Division-leading N.Y. Rangers on Feb. 16. 
They’ll also play at Phoenix and Columbus. 

So what’s the bright side? The longest road trip left this season is 
three games in early March.

Center, I realised I wasn’t actually watching 
the Live action in front of me. 

Instead, I kept finding myself peering 
upward to the crystal-clear Jumbo'lron, 
transfixed by the tip-close-and-personal 
shots of the fighters grappling on the mat. 

I wasn’t the only one— there were plenty 
of others around me with necks craned 
toward the ceiling like we all were hanging 
out at the biggest, most awkward sports bar 
in town. 

Tliis is a problem for the future of live 
sporting event attendance. If we’re already 
paying a premium for tickets, parking, 
transportation and crappy stadium food 
and beer, yet end up witnessing most of the 
action on a massive TA 7 , watching sports at 
home or a sports bar becomes that much 
more attractive. 

There are exceptions, of course. Hockey 
and soccer both are examples of sports bet- 
ter enjoyed with more of a bird’s-eye view 
of the action as opposed to the focused-on- 
the-ball/puck perspective ofTV broadcasts. 

But overall, the fact that pro sports at- 
tendance figures haven’t nose-dived already 
is testament to the power of ritual and 
tradition over rationality. Sports can be 
a glamorized cult for many of us (just ask 
Penn State fans) where dragging yourself to 
a game can feel as obligatory as attending a 
Christmas church service. There’s also the 
“I was there!” bragging rights you can use 
on your friends or on social media. 

My prediction is this: If sports arenas 
and stadiums don’t somehow find a way to 
improve the experience and drive down 
costs, common sense will prevail in five to 
10 years and we’ll all be enjoying the big 
game on our 3-D, loO-inch, outer-space 
plasma TVs, 

The cheap seats? They’ll all become the 
empty seats.

The final call for *House’

Hospital drama “House” will end in April af- 
ter eight seasons, producers said Wednesday, 
bringing to a close one of the most popular 
shows on TV. 

“House,” starring British actor Hugh Laurie 
as the cantankerous but brilliant doctor Greg- 
ory House, started in 2004 and will have been 
on air for 175 episodes on Fox when it comes 
to an end. 

‘After much deliberation, the producers of 
‘House M.D.’ have decided that this season of 
the show, the eighth, should be the last,” ex- 
ecutive producers David Shore, Katie Jacobs 
and Laurie said in a statement. 

They said the decision to end the show was 


painful but added they “have always imagined 
House as an enigmatic creature; he should 
never be the last one to leave the party How 
much better to disappear before the music 
stops, while there is still some promise and 
mystique in the air.” 

“House” was among the 10 top-rated TV 
shows in the U.S. from 2005-2008 and was 
seen in some 66 other countries. But U.S. 
ratings have slipped in the past two years to 
about half its original 20 million viewers. 

The program was Emmy-nominated for 
best drama four times but never won, al- 
though Laurie won two Golden Globes and 
two Screen Actors Guild awards for his lead- 
ing role.

Batter up, er, en garde!

Curt Schilling was one of the best ever at toss- 
ing fireballs past major league hitters. But as 
it turns out, there were times the former All- 
Star pitcher would rather have been throwing 
a different kind of fireball at ores and goblins 
in games such as “World of Warcraft.” 

“I think one of the only differences from 
me and the hard-core ‘D&D’-ers out there is 
that I was blessed with ability to throw a base- 
ball really fast and accurately” Schilling said. 

Schilling took his love for all things fantasy 
gaming and founded 38 Studios and has spent 
much of his retirement from baseball creating 
a game called “Kingdoms of Amalur: Reckon- 
ing”— which was released Tuesday 

Schilling spoke with RedEye about “Reck- 
oning” and the similarities between baseball 
and video game producing. 

A lot of athletes play video games, especial- 
ly on the road, but they tend to play sports 
games or shooters like “Call of Duty.” How 
did you get into fantasy RPGs? 

I’ve just always been a fantasy gamer. I mean, 
I played sports for a living, so hopping off 
the diamond, going home and getting on a 
console to play a baseball game wasn’t what 
I was after. Fantasy, I think, is inherent in all 
of our DNAs to some degree. 

What was your specific vision with “King- 
dom of Amalur”? 

The vision is here is that it’s more than just 
one game— this game is sort of the leadoff 
hitter for us. We have a completely new 
fantasy intellectual property and our goal is 
to make it as something as big as “Star Wars” 
or “Lord of the Rings.” 



There’s a lot of talent on the “Kingdoms of 
Amalur” team. Does it compare at all to any 
of your Red Sox teams? 

Absolutely If you look at 38 Studios and the 
talent— they’ve combined to ship $12 billion 
in product in the past 12 years and I’d stack 
the talent we have to any company or genre in 
the world. It’s not enough; it’s about execu- 
tion, and I think we’ve done that. 

Playing baseball is obviously much differ- 
ent than producing a game, but was there 
anything in your past career you could draw 
on that helped you? 

Everything. There’s way more crossover and 
carryover than you might imagine. There’s a 
saying in baseball— you play for the name on 
the front of your jersey, not the name on the 
back. When you get people at this level, and 
getting them to buy into something bigger 
than yourself, it’s far more beneficial profes- 
sionally and personally than going down your 
own path. That’s been my job and my role, to 
let these guys do their magic. 

I would love to tell you that I’m a junior 
game designer and I’m good at it, but I’m not.

Kate (and Pippa’s bum) 

push Lady Gaga 
off fashion’s map

Britain’s Kate Middleton and her sister, Pip- 
pa, have bumped Lady Gaga off the interna- 
tional fashion map. 

The wife of Prince William, now formally 
known as the Duchess of Cambridge, topped 
a fashion buzzword list for the second year 
running while outrageous pop star Lady Gaga 
disappeared from sight. 

The Global Language Monitor, which 
tracks print, electronic and social media for 
top words and phrases, said Wednesday that 
“The Duchess Effect” was its top fashion 
word for 2012. The proclamation comes as 
New York begins its Mercedes-Benz Fashion 
Week of runway shows and celebrity parties. 

Pippa Middleton— who made waves as a 
bridesmaid at the duchess’ London wedding 
last year— also made the list. “Pippa’s Bum” 
came in at No. 5, reflecting what the GLM 



said was the “absurdly large media interest in 
the duchess’s sister in general and her bum in 
particular.” 

The duchess can sell out a fashion line in 
24 hours just by wearing a dress or sweater 
from a retail store at a public event. Indeed, 
her style choices have influenced a more femi- 
nine look all around in fashion. 

“The Duchess Effect appears to extend 
much further than the economic impact of 
Kate’s fashion choices; this year the fashion 



landscape seems to be a brighter, more ac- 
cessible place with the styles more colorful, 
feminine and graceful than we’ve observed in 
many years,” said Bekka Payack, the Global 
Language Monitor’s fashion expert. 

It’s the first time the same person has come 
atop the GLM’s annual fashion buzzword list 
for two years running. 

Lady Gaga, whose outfits have ranged from 
a raw meat dress to one of black gaffer tape, 
was in second place last year and topped the 


list in 2010. 

But she failed to make the current line- 
up, which included words such as peplums, 
braids, pajamas and paisleys among the 
Top 10. 

“The novelty {and shock value] of Lady 
Gaga’s outrageousness has worn off Enter- 
tainers such as Nicki Minaj, Kanye West and 
Katy Perry are also creating new personas 
with creative fashion choices— and setting 
new trends,” Payack said.

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Proposals have serious 
game at Chicago stadiums

It won’t be a World Series ring, but the White 
Sox will still let you put a ring on it— for the 
right price. 

Deal site Gilt City is offering Sox fans a 
chance to propose to their significant others 
on US. Cellular Field on a non-game day for 
$5,000. The deal, which includes a limo ride and 
two VIP tickets for a future game, ends Friday 

Sox spokesman Scott Reifert said the offer 
is new and unique to Gilt City though the Sox 
“have had a number of marriage proposals” over 
the years including some before games, some 
during games and some on non-game days. 

The Gilt City deal includes a 30 -minute 
engagement photo shoot, a champagne toast 
with up to five guests, limo service leaving the 
stadium and flowers. The offer must be re- 
deemed by Dec. 31. 

Of course, the Sox’s crosstown rivals have 
their own standing deal for proposals at Wrig- 
ley Field. For $250, Cubs fans can get 30 min- 
utes near home plate or the dugouts for their 
proposal, but couples must provide their own 
photographer, a Cubs spokesman said. 

For $500, proposals can appear on the 
Wrigley Field marquee at Clark and Addison 
streets. For the same price, wedding parties 
can schedule their photos at Wrigley Field 
(maximum group size of 30). 

If Chicago fans prefer a more neutral team, 
consider Soldier Field. A spokesman for the 
field said proposals there would be allowed 
on a case-by-case basis. ABlackhawks spokes- 
man said the team does not have a deal similar 
to the Sox’s offer. 

This isn’t the first time the Sox have gotten 
into the wedding game. The team introduced 
a “wedding experience” package in 2005, ac- 
cording to its website. 

Fans could marry at the CeU on game days or 
non-game days. Prices varied based on the ame- 



nities, but options included music by the ball- 
park organist and messages on the scoreboard. 

Brian Wise, 28, opted for a low-key package 
when he proposed to Mandy his girlfriend of 
two years, during batting practice before a 
Cleveland Indians game at the Cell in 2009. 

Wise, a Lutheran pastor in Aurora, said he 
proposed the day he returned from a year- 
long internship at a Washington church. 

“Mandy had no clue. She thought my dad 
had bought us tickets to see batting practice,” 
said Wise, who lives in Arlington Heights. 
“{Sox officials} walked us through the back hall 
and then all of a sudden we were on the field.” 

Wise said they got autographs from Sox 
players, including from his favorite player, 
catcher A.J. Pierzynski, and a photographer 
suggested a picture by home plate. 

As his girlfriend got ready for the picture. 
Wise told her he loved her and dropped to 
one knee. She said yes, and they married 
July 4, 2010. 

After the proposal, they watched the rest 
of the game from seats near the Indians dug- 
out. Oh, and the Sox won 4-2. 

“It was an awesome day,” said Wise, adding 
that he shelled out about $1,500 for the expe- 
rience. “I tell people now it’s a romantic event 
to go to a White Sox game.”
